All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademari< Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Forni is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomi will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, ail of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney suggested further amending proposed claim 28 to include 
the limitations of proposed claims 21 and 27, and further amending proposed claim 34 to include the limitations of 
proposed claim 31; such claims reciting a barrier system comprising a frame with a top, bottom and two side portions, a 
planar barrier comprised of a plurality of strips with barbs or razors, and two barrier sheets attached to the interior and 
exterior side of the frame that cover the planar barrier. Such limitations would overcome the current rejections of 
Dobson (US 4,666,129) and Catalano et al. (US 2,990,880). Further search and consideration is required. Proposed 
amendment attached.
